LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Oct. 14.— 
John R. Walsh, the former Chicago 
banker whose parole arrived by tele- 
graph this morning from Washington, 
was released from the Federal prison 
here shortly after noon today. Accom: 
panied by his son, Richard, who had 
arrived from the North a short time be- 
fore, they entered an automobile and 
started at a rapid rate for Kansas City. 
where they will board an evening train 
for Chicago. 

Richard Walsh arrived in response to 
word that his father was ill. He said he 
did not know of the parole until he 
reached the prison. The younger Walsh 
failed to bring his father’s clothing and 
the banker departed in a suit furnished 
from the prison stock. 

WalSh has served one vear, eight 
months and 26'days of his five-year sen- 
tence. 

The order to parole was received by 
telegraph from Attorney-General Wick- 
érsham. Waish was immediately sum- 
fsnoned into Warden McClaughrey’s of- 


He was overjoyed and although he said 

little the smile that wreathed his face 

told plainly of his great happiness. 
Werrtes About Prison Suit. 


Walsh was greatly worried beceuse 
he had to go out wearing a prison 
Suit. When he entered the institution 
he turned over\all his clothes to his 
son, who took them back to Chicago. 
Fearing that hjs son might forget to 
bring the clothes, Walsh went to the of. 
fice of the warden this morning and 
asked what provision be made for him, 
in case Richard failed to bring a suit. 
He was told that under such circum. 
stances he would have to wear the reg- 
ular prison garb. 

In this case Richard Walsh 
becomes his father’s employer. 
necessary in all paroled cases for a 
“first friend’ to either give or assure 
empioyment to the paroled man. Rich- 
ard Walsh had previously promised to 
supply his father with a place in his 
office. 

Walsh's sons have been in charge of 
their father’s business since he came to 
prison. The Walsh main business in- 
terests now lie in stone quarries in vari- 
ous sections of the country. It is said 
that under the management of his sons 
the husiness has been kigh!> profitable. 
Every month one of the sons has come 
to the prison and made a report of the 
business to his father.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 14.—Gov. Her- 
bert S. Hadley today ofefred a reward 
of $300 each for the arrest and convic- 
tion of the men responsible for the 
ivnehing, of the two negroes last Tues- 
day night at Caruthersville. The Gov- 
ernor also wrote to the Prosecuting At- 
torney and to Judge Iaris of that ju- 
dicial circuit. He directed the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney to begin at once a search- 
ing inquiry into the lynching and he 
requested Judge Faris to call a special 
session of the grand jury to investigate 
the Ivnching and indict the guilty per- 
sons if their identity can be learned. 

Goy. Hadley will direct Attapney- 
General Major to send one of his as- 
sistants, or go himself, to Pemiscot 
County and assist the Prosecuting 
Attorney in the investigation. 

The State executive is thoroughly 
aroused over the Iynching since the 
facts “have been presented to him, 
One of the négroes, it seems, was in 
the holdover at Caruthersville on the 
charge of vagraricy, while the ot*er 
merely followed two women with no 
attempt to attack thém. 

While he believes that. lynching 
rever justifiable where punishment by 
law is certain, the Governor is of the 
opinion there ‘was no excuse at all in 
the taking of these two lives. While he 
realizes the difficulty of obtaining con- 
victions because of local sentiment, still, 
he says, he will make a vigorous ef- 
fort to make an example of the Caruth- 
ersville lynchers to deter other lynch- 
ings. 

Twelve hours after the lynching 
Caruthersville he had not been officially 
informed of the occurrence and he prob- 
ably would have departed for Chicago 
without learning of the affair had it 
rot been for information brought by 
newspaper correspondents who sought 
interviews from him. 

ttotney-General Major is in Wash- 
ington and probably will not return un- 
til Monday. The Governor will take the 
matter up with him immediately on his 
return.

Justice Harlan had been ill with acute 
bronchitis less than a week. He sat on 
thé bench last Monday when the court 
heard arguments on the so-called an- 
thracite coal trust case. The following 
morning Chief Justice White announced 
that Justice Harlan was “slightly ill’’ 

and vesterday asked attorneys to con- 
sider that Justice Harlan was sitting in 
their cases although not physically pres- 
ent. 

Justice Harlan, however, was in much 
mere serious condition than his col- 
leagues in the court realized. Despite 
his advanced age, he was robust and 
ordinarily enjoyed the best of health. 
He was rarely absent from the bench, 
an attack of influenza a few vears ago 
being almost the only illness from which 
he had suffered for a long period. 

Desired Service Record, 

The sudden death of Associate Justice 
Brewer of the Supreme Court, who was 
not only a colleagues on the bench, but 
a very close personal friend, very much 
affected Justice Harlan 

Chief Justice Fuller's death in the 
summer of 1910 was also a reat shock 
to the venerable jurist. wustice Harlan 
continued to perform his share of the 
work of the court. 

lIis great ambition was to serve until 
next June, when he would have exceed- 
ed the service of any other man who 
Sat on that bench. As it was his sery- 
ice was longer than that of any other 
Justice except Chief Justice Marshall 
and Associate Justiee Stephen J. Iield. 
Field’s was the longest service—4 years. 
six months and 10 days; Marshall's 34 
years, five months and five days; Har- 
lan’s 33 years, 10 months and 25 days. 

lil While on Bench, 


It was while sitting on th'e bench Mon- 
day that Justice Harlan first felt the 
attack of bronchitis. By Tuegday con- 
siderable fever was manifest. On 
Wednesday he was markedly weaker 
and his condition grew worse, although 
it was not understood at the Supreme 
Court that his condition was at all 
alarming. 

Yesterday he seemed a little better. 
His son, John M. Harlan of Chicago, a 
lawyer, was summoned here, however, 
and another son, Dr. Richard C. Harlan, 
traveling in Europe, was notified. Last 
night he grew worse and death came at 
8:13 o'clock this morning. 

Justice John Marshall Harlan was 
born June 1, 1833, in Boyle County, Ky. 
His father was the Hon. James Harlan, 
who was a representative. from Ken- 
tucky in the Twenty-fourth and Twenty- 
fifth sessions of Congress, Attorney- 
General of Kentucky for many years, 
and United States District Attorney in 
1862. He was educated at Center Col- 
lege, Ky., and took a course of law at 
Transylvania University, under Chief 
Justices Robertson and Marshall. A na- 
tive Kentuckian, familiar with all the 
lively politics of ‘that State, recently

Nelson, Talesman, Expected 
to Be Exhaustive. 





FEW HEAR THE ARGUMENTS 

John J. Jealous of Daily Outing 

for His Brother, on Trial, 
and McManigal.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 14.—lur- 
ther argument as to whether Z. T. Nel- 
son should be sworn as a juror in the 
trial of James B. McNamara, indicted 
for the murder of Charles Haggerty, @ 
victim of the Times explosion, occu- 
pied a brief session of court today. From 
behind a battery of law books, at- 
torneys for the prosecution and defense 
wrangled as to Nelson’s eligibility, delv- 
ing @eep into, precedént cases on the 
bias of talesimen. 
Monday Judge Walter Bordwell will 
render a decision as to whether or not 
bias or prejudice is contained in Nel- 
son’s admission on the stand that he 
had formed certain opinions concerning 
the blowing up of the Times Buildimg 
which caused the death of a score of 
men and upon which the indictments for 
murder against James B. McNamara 
and his brother, John J., are based. 
Attorney G. Ray Horton concluded 
the argument of the State that Nel- 
son, though admitting he held opin- 
ions about the case, had shown his 
impartiality by announcing that he 
would waive these opiniops in lieu of 
the evidence introduced. 
When Talesamen Were Barred, 

Attorney Cyrus McNutt of Indiana 
finished the discussion for the de- 
fense, citing numerous cases where 
preconceived impressions admitted by 
a talesman had been regarded by the 
courts as sufficient to disqualify him. 

“Anyone can see that Nelson is prej- 
udiced against McNamara,’ remarked 
Clarence S. Darrow, chief counsel for 
the defendant, “and he has his own 
theories’, too, by personal investigation, 
that the Times Building was blown up 
by dynamite.” 

" The defense considers the question of 
the cause of the explosion a moot point 
and will argue that it was due to gas. 

“Nelson has said he would set aside 
his own opinions and receive the evi- 
dence impartially,’’ was the expressed 
attitude of District Attorney Fredericks. 
“I don’t see how we ever will get an in- 
telligent jury if we-bar everyone who 
Jes some opinion on the case.”’ 

The defense in this connection cited 
the answer of Nelson that it would 
_take “strong evidence” to change his 
pinion concerning the explosion as 
‘sufficient proof or bias. 


Peremptory Challenge Likely. 

It was intimated by Darrow before 
court opened today that should the 
court disallow the challenge for cause 
against Nelson, a peremptory challenge 
at any rate would be exercised against 
him by the defense. 

The ruling of the court will be awaited 
with keen interest and it is said that 
an elaborate opinion from Judge Bord- 
well will be forthcoming Monday. The 
weight of the opinion, it is considered, 
will be felt throughout the preliminary 
-stages of the trial in the impaneling of 
@ jury. It is expected to define how far 
newspaper reports or preconceived no- 
tions as to the manner in which the 
building was destroyed formed by per- 
sonal observation or gossip in the town 
may prejudice a juror. 

Judge Bordwell, though not required 
t> explain his decision, the categorical 
announcement or rejectiow of the tales- 
man being regarded as sufficient, it is 
predicted, will set forth at length the 
Mmitations which counsel can reach in

Walsh and his sons have not always 
agreed as to the manner in which the 
business should be run. There has not 
been an open break Aetween them, but 
Walsh has always battled hard to have 
his ideas accepted. 

When Walsh was seen by newspaper 
men this morning he declined to make 
a statement. 

Petition Last September. 

Walsh went before the Parole Board 
here on Sept. 26 last, and presented his 
petition for release. The board at the 
same*session heard the petitions of a 
dozen other former bankers, besides 
those of 50 prisoners serving sentences 
for various crimes. 

The last obstacle to the gravuting of 
the parole was removed in August, when 
the United States District Attorney at 
Chicago requested that the remaining 
indictments against the banker be dis- 
missed. 

When Walsh landed in the UWnited 
States at the age of 13 years, he had 
searcely a dollar in his pocket. Before 
ris banks were closed in 1905, he was 
reputed to be worth approximately $6,- 
000, 900. 

In the interim Walsh had organized 
three banks, built up a system of rail- 
reads, stone quarries and coal mines; 
he had financed half a dozen other in-} 
stitutions, including three newspapers, 
and had made himself a powerful dic- 
tator in politics. 

Finally, in 1905, the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington sent a special rep- 
resentative to Chicago with the result: 
that Walsh was questioned concerning 
loans. The Government’s representative 
objected to the collateral held by the 
Chicago National Bank. Walsh at that 
time was asked to get rid of it. This 
the Government later contended, Walsh 
tajsied to do. A joint examination of 
three banks was made by the State and 
Federal authorities in December, 1905, 
when it was found that the $25,000,000

pointed John Marshall Harlan of Ken- 
tucky. 

Harlan was then but 44 years of age, 
yet his career had been a stirring and 
eventful one. He became Adjutant Gen- 
eral of Kentucky by appointment of 
Gov. Helm benore he was of full age, 
and while he was studying for the pro- 
fession of the law. He first aged 
in the practice of the law at Frankfort, 
but afterwards removed to Louisville. 
He was County Judge in 1358. 

By thf slight margin of 67 votes In a 
total or more than 16,000, he missed an 
election to Congress from the Ashland 
District in 1859 He had, in fact, a 
majority of nearly 500 of the qualified 
voters of the district, but was defeated 
by imported votes. He was one of the 
Bell and Everett electors on the State 
ticket in 1860. 

In the fall of 1861 he raised the Tenth 
nentucky Volunteer Infantry, which 
became a part of the division of troops 
commanded by Gen. George H. Thomas. 
But in 1863, on the death of his father, 
he felt compelled to resign his position 
in the army, although his name was 
...en before the Senate for confirmation 
as a Brigadier General of Volunteers. 

He was elected Attorney-General of 
Kentucky on a nomination by the Union 
party of that State. Twice—first in 1871 
and again in 1875—he was the Repub- 
lican nominee for Governor, and his can- 
didacy nearly doubled the usual party 
vote. He was declared to be the candi- 
date of Kentucky for the vice- -presidency 
by the State convention in 1872. 

Declined Foreign Berth. 

He was chairman of the Kentucky 
delegation in the Cincinnati conven- 
tion that nominated Hayes for Presi- 
dent in 1876. By appointment of Prest- 
dent Hayes he served as a member of 
the Louisiana Commission. The Pres- 
ident’s original purpose to appoint him 
Attorney-General was changed by po- 
litical exigencies, and ne offered him 
any foreign mission within the gift of 
the administration; but Harlan refused 
to accept any public station that was 
not in the line of his profession. 

The services of Justice Harlan as a 
member of the Behring Sea tribunal of 
arbitration were of the highest import- 
ance. The important opinions written 
by him in the 34 years that he has 
been upon the bench of the Supreme 
Court maké a list too long to be enu- 
merated here. They cover almost every 
variety of questions, including those of 
great public interest. 


‘ With vigor most extraordinary for a 
man of his age, Harlan took his stand 
jin opposition to the other eight nembers 
of the court, in the decision dissolving 
the Standard Oil Trust, and contended 
that the decision in the lower court in 
the case of the Standard Oil Co. should 
be affirmed without amendment. 

Judge Harlan denounced in _ bitter 
terms the action of the Chief Justice 
and the other associate justices in de- 
ciering that “restraint of trade’’ must 
b: “unreasonable” to come within the 
meaning of the antitrust law. He de- 
clared that the court was legislating, 
not interpreting the law. 


He filed an $000-word opinion, in which 
he entirely rewrote the stenographic re- 
pert of his remarks from the bench. 
He held that the majority decision of 
the court would “throw the business 
of the country into confusion, and invite 
widely extended and harassing litiga- 
tion, the injurious effects of which will 
ke felt for many years to come.” He 
held that in enacting the Sherman law: 

“Congress, in effect, said that there 
should be no restraint of trade in any 








form, and this court solemnly adjudged 
many years ago that Congress meant 


what it thus said in clear and explicit 
words, and that it could not add to the 
words of the act. But those who con- 


demn the action of Congress are now 


informed that the courts will allow such 
restraints of interstate commerce as are 


shown not to be unreasonable or undue.” 


As a man Justice Harlan was a most 
lovable character. He was optimistic in 
his views, and in a recent interview for 
the Post-Dispatch said: 

“America is better off today than it 


was a half.a century ago. The people 
are better individually, the Gov ernment 


is better and the condition of things 
in generai haa improved. Pessimists may 


say that as a people we are deteriorat- 


ing. They are wrong. We are im- 


proving. The morals of the people are 
better now and the American man and 


woman of today is at least on a par 


with those of 30 years back. 


Politics Cleaner. 
“Politics are cleaner than they were 


when I was a boy. They are getting 
cleaner right along, and I look for 


more improvement in the future. A 


man in public service should expect 
honesty from his neighbors, whether 


they be those who differ from him po- 


litically or those behind organs of pub- 


licity. The man who criticises a public 
servant from a mean motive is a low 
man. He who offers honest criticism 
benefits the individual and the people. 


Honest criticism rarely harms honest 


inen or good Institutions.” 


The family iHfe of the Justice was 


happy, It is said that he borrowed $1000 
to get married. He resided in a fine old- 
fashioned, rambling brick house in 
Washington, maintaining a Southern at- 
mosphere in its appointments. Here he 
wrote his celebrated opinions. He was 
fond of golf, though he was never much 
of an athlete. 


He was a big man physicaily, being 


over six feet in height, and his step was 
elastic. His head was unusually large. 
He had a slight Southern draw), and his 
only indulgence was a piug of good 
chewing tobacco. Readers will recall the 
story of Justice .iarlan and White fre- 
quently exchanging plugs. He went but 
little into society, dressed without much 
regard to the fashions. and scrupulous- 
ly attended the Presbyterian church on 
Sundays.

“I am feeling fine,”’ is his answer to 
questions concerning his condition. 

The boy was run down as he attempt- 
ed to cross the street to his home Fri- 
day evening. His sister, Valerie Shoe- 
maker, 8 years old, saw the accident and 
dragged the injured boy from under the 
auto. Dr. Pfeffer stopped the car and 
took Herman into his home and offered 
to take him to the hospital in his auto. 
The parents refused to allow it and an 
ambulance was called. 

Juvenile Aute Ward. 

Herman is in the same ward at the 
hospital with other children injured by 
automobiles. Grace Sweeney, 10, whose 
skull was fractured when she was 
thrown from an automobile at Sixteenth 
and Chestnut streets Tuesday in a col- 
lision with a car driven by John 
Morische, occupies an adjoining cot. Her 
condition is serious. 

Hubert Kurt, 17 years old, whose skull 
was fractured when he was thrown from 
his bicycle in Tower Grove Park a week 
ago by an unknown automobilist who 
sped away without stopping, is in the 
same ward and is in a critical condition. 

Fewer Arrests for Speeding. 

The records at Police Headquarters 
show that the number of arrests on 
charges of speeding and violations ‘of 
the traffic laws by automobilists has 
decreased materially in the last six 
months. 

The motor cycle squad now is com- 
posed of 11 men and a sergeant. The 
number of arrests in the last six months 
by this squad has averaged one a day. 
Before that time, when the squad con- 
sisted of 10 men, the arrests averaged 
20 a day, the records show. For some 
time after the motor cycle squad was 
organized, three years age, and num- 
tered only one patrolman, the arrests 
averaged four each day. 

Chief of Police Young told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Saturday that the de- 
crease in the number of arrests is due 
to the increased efficiency and vigilance 
of the motor cycle squad. He said that 
several accidents in which persons are 
injured in a short time does not re- 
flect on the efficiency of the squad. 

Chauffeurs Careful, Chief Says. 

“I have heard no complaint against 
the work of the motor cycle patrolmen,”’ 
Chief Young said. ‘There is less speed- 
ing now than before, and chauffeurs are 
more careful. 

“The number of automobiles used is 
constantly increasing and there will nat- 
urally be many accidents, some of which 
are probably unavoidable. Accidents will 
happen notwithstanding the vigilance of 
the motor cycle squad or the careful- 
ness of the drivers. It is possible for 
drivers of autos to almost creep along 
the streets and occasionally knock a 
pedestrian down. 

“I would not for a minute defend 
reckless chauffeurs or drivers of auto- 
mobiles who run down children or 
adults. I take pleasure in helping pros- 
ecute this class of speed maniacs. But 
the fact that several accidents happen in 
a bunch does not signify that the police 
are not doing their full duty.” 

Kimmel Defends Fines. 

Judge Kimmel told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday that he adopted a pol- 
ley of staying fines on payment of costs 
because he believes reputable business 
men are sufficiently punished for their 
first offense by their arrest and being 
compelled to appear in Police Court at 
& hearing. 

“It does not excuse the police for not 
arresting violators because I have stayed 
the fine,’’ said Judge Kimmel. “If they 
Violate the law again I want them ar- 
rested again and I will-make the pun- 
ishment heavier. 

“I believe there are more speeders 
than are being arrested. I expect to 
take the matter up with Chief Young 
and ask for a rigid nforcement of the 
law in this direction.”

Discussion of New Collection 
Methods by Laymen. 





Clergy and laymen of the Catholic 
church in St.* Louis are discussing with 
interest the order just promulgated by 
Monsignor Diomede Falconio, apostolic 
delegate at Washington, forbidding 
collections for seats and other purposes 
at the doors of Catholic churches. 

In the absence of Archbishop John J. 
Glennon and before the official order 
has been received, there is a reluctance 
on the part of the clergy to discuss the 
matter, but among Catholics Saturday 
the financial: problems involved in the 
change were widely discussed. 

In this city there are approximately 
50 Catholic churches with a “‘pay col- 
lection” system at the door and this 
has been found to be a very satisfactory 
way of raising money for current ex- 
penses. It is estimated that the average 
receipts from this source to the churches 
using it are $3000 a year and that this is 
about one-third the running expenses of 
each church. 

~ Collected $4000 in Year. 

In some cases the receipts run far 
above this average amount. At S5Bt. 
Pius’ Church, 3530 Utah street, the pas- 
tor, Father John Lyons, collected from 
this source in 1910 approximately $4000, 
or about half the amount required for 
the expenses of the church. 

System Is Abolished. 

Some of the pastors do not maintain 
this system, notably the Rev. James J. 
O’Brien of St. Margaret's Church, 3854 
Flad avenue, who has a wealthy par- 
ish. Not long ago he abolished the sys- 
tem and in a sermon told his parish- 
ioners what he thought of those who 
were apparently reluctant to contrib- 
ute. He said there was no charge at 
the door, but he did not want to find 
any glick nickels in the contribution 
box. 

To illustrate how close some of his 
members were in their contributions, he 
told of one man who came to church 
with his wife, son and daughter. The 
head of the family deposited a slick 
nickel in the box and the other three 
gave nothing. “There are three mem- 
bers of that family,’”’ said Father 
O’Brien, ‘‘who are trying to beat their 
way to heaven while the other is pay- 
ing half fare.’’ 

Uses Pay at Door Plan. 

Among the churches in which col- 
lectors at the door have recently been 
introduced is St. Ann’s, at Page and 
Whittier avenues. While Father O. J. 
McDonald was pastor of this church he 
depended on other means for revenue, 
but when he died and the Rev. Thomas 
J. Walsh became pastor he decided in 
favor of the present plan for raising 
money, and it has since been followed. 

The Rey. Joseph M. Clooney, acting 
pastor of St. Patrick’s Church in the 
absence of Father Dempsey, said: 

“We take no collections at the door 
in St. Patrick’s Church. We have one 
of the best parishes ‘in the city and we 
have to-do very little -preaching to get 
contributions. . The people know when 
their contributions - are ° due ‘and they 
drop them: “in. the box :at regular in- 
tervals: * Our parish has many of polish 
extraction and they, .too..gre very 
prompt ‘in giving theif: éHatb to the 
church.” : 88 

The Rev. Father Gilftilan; pastor of 
the New Cathedral parish, had no 
official notification of Mgr. Falconi's 
order, but he said he expected it 
would be forthcoming upon  Aroh- 
bishop Glennon's return to the oity. 
Father Gilfillan said no collections 
were made at the door of the cathe- 
dral, it being a wealthy parish. The 
practice of selling seats at the door, 
he said, was started because it was 
the easiest way of defraying parish 
expenses. He said he had heard 
priests of other parishes gay there 
had been a falling off in the custom 
of maintaining family pews and the 
selling of single seats was resorteil

Father Phelan has never believed in 
the custom and seats in his church have 
always been free. Parishioners of Mount 
Carmel Church support it by contribu- 
tions and by renting pews, according to 
established custom. 

“Pastors of St. Louis’ will hear’ of 
Mgr. Falconi’s order shortly, perhaps 
sooner than they want to,” Father 
Phelan said. ‘‘Mgr. Falconi sent a copy 
of the edict of Archbishop Glennon and 
one to me. .-He wishes the fullest pub- 
licity. 

No Excuse fer Absence. 

“His order will settle the matter of 
} taking tribute at church doors for al! 
time in this country. If the bishops do 
not stop the practice the apostolic dele- 
gate will take steps to do so. It is the 
wish of Rome that all churchss return 
to the custom of renting pews. as for- 
merly. There is no excuse fur Cath- 
olics remaining away from church on 
Sunday, but collectors at church doors 
have furnished them one. 

“Heads of families are not prepared 
to furnish dimes to five or six members 
every Sunday. When they are not, it 
leaves @ Way open for them to stay 
away from church. The same money 
spent in maintaining a family pew would 
furnish the same revenue to the church 
and would encourage better atterdance.”’ 

Worse in Other Clittes. 

Father Phelan declares that while 
there is a sentiment among parish 
priests in favor of door collections— 
a sentiment that has been growing 
for years—the practice is rot so nad 
in St. Louls as it is in other cities and 
in Ireland. 

“In New York City,” he sald, “there 
is a church with three magnificent 
entrances. On Sundays two of these 
doors are closed, compelling wor- 
shipers to enter by the door where 
the collectors sit. 

Turned Away in Ireland. 

“In many of the Bastern watering 
places the same practice is favored. 
There a charge of % cents is made in 
some churches. Pastors explain that 
they have no revenue except in the wa- 
tering sedson and extra charges must 
be asked to keep the church going 
throughout the year. 

“In Belfast, Ireland, conditions were 
worse than anywhere I have noticed,” 
sather Phelan said. “There people were 
turned away from the doors because 
they didn't have money, The priests 
declared that if they didn’t get the 
money the people would make fools of

Financier Here With Bride 
Doesn’t Look for Hard Times 
in Big Election Race. 








There will be no hard times prior 
to the next presidential election, in 
the opinion of Charles D. Gates, son 
of the late John W. Gates and master 
of $60,000,000, who spent two hours 
in St. Louis Saturday morning.

Juventie Auto Ward. 

Herman is in the same ward at the 
hospital with other children injured by 
automobiles. Grace Sweeney, 10, whose 
skull was fractured when she was 
thrown from an automobile at Sixteenth 
and Chestnut streets Tuesday in a col- 
lision with a car driven by John 
Morische, occupies an adjoining cot. Her 
condition is serious.

Fewer Arrests for Speeding. 

The records at Police Headquarters 
show that the number of arrests on 
charges of speeding and violations ‘of 
the traffic laws by automobilists has 
decreased materially in the last six 
months. 

The motor cycle squad now is com- 
posed of 11 men and a sergeant. The 
number of arrests in the last six months 
by this squad has avefaged one a day. 
Before that time, when the squad con- 
sisted of- 10 men, the arrests averaged 
20 a day, the records show. For some

brered only one patrolman, 
averaged four each day. 

Chief of Police Young told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Saturday that the de- 
crease in the number of arrests is due 
to the increased efficiency and vigilance 
of the motor cycle squad. He said that 
several accidents in which persons are 
injured in a short time does not re- 
flect on the efficiency of the squad. 

Chauffeurs Careful, Chief Says. 

“TI have heard no complaint against 
the work of the motor cycle patrolmen,”’ 
Chief Young said. ‘‘There is less speed- 
ing now than before, and chauffeurs are 
more careful. 

“The number of automobiles used is 


o | constantly increasing and there will nat- 


urally be many accidents, some of which 
are probably unavoidable. Accidents will 
happen notwithstanding the vigilance of 
the motor cycle squad or the careful- 
ness of the drivers. It is possible for 
drivers of autos to almost creep along 
the streets and occasionally knock a 
pedestrian down. 

“I would not for a minute defend 
reckless chauffeurs or drivers of auto- 
mobiles who run down children or 
adults. I take pleasure in helping pros- 
ecute this class of speed maniacs. But 
the fact that several accidents happen in 
a bunch does not signify that the police 
are not doing their full duty.” 

Kimmel Defends Fines. 

Judge Kimmel told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday that he adopted a pol- 
ley of staying fines on payment of costs 
because he believes reputable btsiness 
men are sufficiently punished for their 
first offense by their arrest and being 
compelled to appear in Police Court at 
& hearing. 

“It does not excuse the police for not 
arresting violators beeause I have stayed 
the fine,’’ said Judge Kimmel. “If they 
Violate the law again I want them ar- 
rested again and I will-make the pun- 
ishment heavier. 

“I believe there are more speeders 
than are being arrested. I expect to 
take the matter up with Chief Young 
and ask for a rigid nforcement of the 
Jaw in this direction.”

Order Abolishing Practice bee 
Discussion of New Collection 
Methods by Laymen. 





Clergy and laymen of the Catholic 
church in St. Louis are discussing with 
interest the order just promulgated by 
Monsignor Diomede Falconio, apostolic 
delegate at Washington, forbidding 
collections for seats and other purposes 
at the doors of Catholic churches. 

In the absence of Archbishop John J. 
Glennon and before the official order 
has been received, there is a reluctance 
on the part of the clergy to discuss the 
matter, but among Catholics Saturday 
the financial problems involved in the 
change were widely discussed. 

In this city there are approximately 
50 Catholic churches with a “‘pay col- 
lection” system at the door and this 
has been found to be a very satisfactory 
way of raising money for current ex- 
penses. It is estimated that the average 
receipts frorn this source to the churches 
using it are $3000 a year and that this is 
about one-third the running expenses of 
each church.

Pius’ Church, 3530 Utah street, the pas- 
tor, Father John Lyons, collected from 
this source in 1910 approximately $4000, 
or about half the amount required for 
the expenses of the church. 

System Is Abolished. 

Some of the pastors do not maintain 
this system, notably the Rev. James J. 
O’Brien of St. Margaret’s Church, 3854 
Flad avenue, who has a wealthy par- 
ish. Not long ago he abolished the sys- 
tem and in a sermon told his parish- 
ioners what he thought of those who 
were apparently reluctant to contrib- 
ute. He said there was no charge at 
the door, but he did not want to find 
any glick nickels in the contribution 
box. 

To illustrate how close some of his 
members were in their contributions, he 
told of one man who came to church 
with his wife, son and daughter. The 
head of the family deposited a slick 
nickel in the box and the other three 
gave nothing. ‘‘There are three mem- 
bers of that family,’’ said Father 
O’Brien, ‘‘who are trying to beat their 
way to heaven while the other is pay- 
ing half fare.’’ 

Uses Pay at Door Plan. 

Among the churches in which col- 
lectors at the door have recently been 
introduced is St. Ann’s, at Page and 
Whittier avenues. While Father O. J. 
McDonald was pastor of this church he 
depended on other means for revenue, 
but when he died and the Rev. Thomas 
J. Walsh became pastor he decided in 
favor of the: present plan for raising 
money. and it has since been followed. 

The Rev. Joseph M. Clooney, acting 
pastor of St. Patrick’s Church in the 
absence of Father Dempsey, said: 

“We take no collections at the door 
in St. Patrick’s Church. We have one 
of the best. parishes ‘in the city and we 
have to-do very little -preaching to get 
contributions. The people know when 
their eoentributions -are- due -and they 
drop themyrim. the box :at regylar in- 
tervals: *.Our parish has ‘mafty of polish 
extraction and they, .too..gre very 
prompt in giving theft: déHarb to the 
church.” et 

The Rev. Father Gilfillan; } pastor of 
the New Cathedral parish, had no 
official notification of Mgr. Falconi's 
order, but he said he expected it 
would be forthcoming upon  Areh- 
bishop Glennon's return to the oity. 
Father Gilfillan said no collections 
were made at the door of the cathe- 
dral, it being a wealthy parish. The 
practice of selling seats at the door, 
he said, was started because it was 
the easiest way of defraying parish 
expenses, He said he had heard 
priests of other parishes say there 
had been a falling off in the custom 
of maintaining family pews and the 
selling of single seats was resorte:l

time in this country. If the bishops do 
not stop the practice the apostolic dele- 
gate will take steps to do so. It is the 
wish of Rome that all churchss return 
to the custom of renting pews. as for- 
merly. There is no excuse fur Cath- 
olics remaining away from- church on 
Sunday, but collectors at church doors 
have furnished them one. 

“Heads of families are not prepared 
to furnish dimes to five or six members 
every Sunday. When they are not, it 
leaves & Way open for them to stay 
away from church. The same money 
spent in maintaining a family pew would 
furnish the same revenue to the church 


and would encourage bétter attendance.” 


Worse in Other Cities. 

Father Phelan declares that while 
there is a sentiment among parish 
priests in favor of door collections— 
& sentiment that has been growing 
for years—the practice is rot so nad 
in St. Louis as it is in other cities and 
in Ireland. 

“In New York City,” he sald, “there 
is a church with three magnificent 
entrances. On Sundays twe of these 
doors are closed, compelitng wor- 
shipers to enter by the door where 
the collectors sit. 

Turned Away in Ireland. 

“In many of the Eastern watering 
places the same practice is favored. 
There a charge of % cents is made in 
some churches. Pastors explain that 
they have no revenue except in the wa- 
tering sedson and extra charges must 
be asked to keep the church going 
throughout the year. 

“In Belfast, Ireland, conditions were 
worse than anywhere I have noticed,” 
#ather Phelan said. “There people were 
turned away from the doors because 
they didn’t have money, ‘The priests 
declared that if they didn’t get the 
money the people would make fools of 
them,”’ 

Father Phelan said he understood 
many churches received from $100 to $150 
a Sunday at the doors, The Rev. Father 
Dempsey of Visitation Church, Taylor 
and Evans avenue, he said, told him the 
Sunday seat collections often reached 
$150.

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NEW ELECTRIC RATES. | 


In offering a new schedule of rates to take ef- 
fect at the first meter reading after Oct. 20, Union 
Electric is complying with the ordinance -approved 
last April in time but not in terms. The ordinance 
specified a 914-cent maximum rate to go into 
effect six months after its passage. The company 
has asked that the reasonableness of this rate be 
judicially determined. In the meantime it volun- 
tarily concedes a schedule which it considers rea- 
sonable and practieally lower than the rate es- 
tablished by the Commission. : 

The accuracy of the figures offered by the com- 
pany to illustrate the new schedule cannot be 
questioned. They may be lower for the average 
domestic consumer than the flat 9%4-cent rate. It 
depends entirely on whether the average domestic 
consumer uses enough current to get the advan- 
tage of the “excess” rate of 6 cents per kilowatt 
hour. This information only the company has. 
Otherwise the variation from the Commission’s 
decree is in the doubling of the minimum charge, 
which it fixed at 50 cents a month. 

The new schedule deserves careful considera- 
tion. Some heed must be given to the views of 
the company’s managers. They have the advan- 
tage over public functionaries of being able to 
make a schedule scientifically adjusted to their 
own financial needs, while the Commission, in 
justice to its incomplete information, can only 
fix a maximum. 

The one argument possible against the new 
rates is that in relation to the greatest number 
of consumers affected ihe rate is not so low as 
the maximum the Commission fixed, and that the 
$1 minimum is too high. 

But this matter is in court and once the hearing 
has begun the company will presumably under- 
take to prove the reasonablengss of its new 
schedule. | 

In the meantime the new schedule will go into 
effect and Laclede Gas has given notice that for 
its electric service it will charge the rates fixed 
by the Commission. This in itself is evidence of 
the reasonableness of the Commission’s rates and 
an indication that what Union Blectric declares 
tc be impossible is possible. Certainly there will 
be a practical test of the rates and the small con- 
sumer will have the advantage. Every consumer 
will profit as the result of the campaign for 
lower rates begun and pushed by the 'Post-Dis- 
patch nearly four years ago. 
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Consistency, rare courage, devotion to the 
sound old principles on which the Americau sys- 
tem is based and clear logicsin applying them to 
new and changed conditions marked the course 
of the late Justice Harlan during his long career 
on the Supreme bench. His death at 78 comes at 
a time when work in which a jurist of his excep- 
tional type could render especially valuable assist- 
ance is demanded from the court. A successor 
with his sturdy strength in fighting the sophis- 
tries of the time will not be selected without dif-

Proposed Union Station Change. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

No doubt this letter will have little effect in 
stopping the proposed changes in front of our 
Union Station, but I think I voice the feeling of 
many St. Loulsans who would gladly show their 
disapproval of such a_ proceeding, just as they 
did of the proposed desecration of our Court 
House and City Hall a few months ago. 

The reason for the change, the Terminal As- 
sociation says, is the congestion of. traffic in 
front of the Union Station. This has existed for 
almost 20 years: Why does not the city widen 
its streets to make way for the traffic? Why 
have we a Street Commissioner, and a Board of 
Public. Improvements, and a City Plan Commis- 
sioner all doing nothing to improve traffic con- 
ditions; while a private corporation after spend-

-.NEW ELECTRIC RATES. | 

In offering a new schedule of rates to take ef- 
fect at the first meter reading after Oct. 20, Union 
Electric is complying with the ordinance-approved 
last April in time but not in terms. The ordinance 
specified a 914-cent maximum rate to go into 
effect six months after its passage. The company 
has asked that the reasonableness of this rate be 
judicially determined. In the meantime it volun- 
tarily concedes a schedule which it considers rea- 
sonable and practieally lower than the rate es- 
tablished by the Commission. ‘ 

The accuracy of the figures offered by the com- 
pany to illustrate the new schedule cannot be 
questioned. They may be lower for the average 
domestic consumer than the flat 914-cent rate. It 
depends entirely on whether the average domestic 
consumer uses enough current to get the advan- 
tage of the “excess” rate of 6 cents per kilowatt 
hour. This information only the company has. 
Otherwise the variation from the Commission’s 
decree is in the doubling of the minimum charge, 
which it fixed at 50 cents a month. 

The new schedule deserves careful considera- 
tion. Some heed must be given to the views of 
the company’s managers. They have the advan- 
tage over public functionaries of being able to 
make a schedule scientifically adjusted to their 
own financial needs, while the Commission, in 
justice to its incomplete information, can only 
fix a maximum. 

The onhe argument possible against the new 
rates is that in relation to the greatest number 
of consumers affected ~he rate is not so low as 
the maximum the Commission fixed, and that the 
$1 minimum is too high. 

But this matter is in court and once the hearing 
has begun the company will presumably under- 
take to prove the reasonablengss of its new 
schedule. 

In the meantime the new schedule will go into 
effect and Laclede Gas has given notice that for 
its electric service.it will charge the rates fixed 
by the Commission. This in itself is evidence of 
the reasonableness of the Commission’s rates and 
an indication that what Union Electric declares 
tc be impossible is possible. Certainly there will 
be a practical test of the rates and the small con- 
sumer will have the advantage. Every consumer 
will profit as the result of the campaign for 
lower rates begun and pushed by the Post-Dis- 
patch nearly four years ago.

ORKING up @ rage over world’s 
W series seat tickets seems to be 
growing in popularity, notwith- 
standing the efforts of the commission 
to check the so-called scandal.

The English are invariably hospitab:c. 
Witness that national instiution, the 
week end, now being adopted in Amer- 
ica. This is the highest development 
of hospitality and gives the Britisher’s 
gregarious and social instincts the op- 
portunity they crave. The Irench are 
quite the contrary. The author writes: 

“With our temperament, the ceaseless 
hospitality practiced in England would 
be intolerable to The bare idea 
amuses me of a French husband if he 
had to put up with such a thing. If he 
found guests at his fireside coming 
between him and his wife, obliging him to 


us. 


a certain restraint, he would simply 
z0 wild. The Englishman puts on a 


dresscoat at home and the Irenchman 
is in his shirt sleeves, figurtively speak- 
ing. The latter is accustomed to plant- 
ing his burden of worries and troubles 
on the table at home. The presence of 
strangers, therefore, inconveniences him 
and he is not accustomed to being in- 


convehienced. John Bull receives you 
under his roof but he does not admit 
you to close intimacy. If Madame la 


France opens her house to you, she feels 
obliged to open her heart, too, and she 
keeps that more jealously zuarded than 
is generally imagined.”’ 

The Bible is the cornerstone-of the 
English Empire; the French never read 
it, first, because the church doesn't en- 
courage it, and, second, because French 
translations make the sublime poetry of 
the Old Testament sound ridiculous. She 
agrees that the English Old Testament 
is a very wonderful book, sounding all 
the depth of poetry and philosophy. It is 
only the New Testament that sounds 
well in French, but even it is rarely 
read. The English Sundays are sad, 
those in Francé joyful. The Sabbath 
was made for the Frenchman and it is 
a joyful holiday—when he doesn’t have 
to work. France is feminine in all her 
inclinations, in all her manners, in all 
her tastes: England is always mascu- 
line, aggressive, brushing aside every 
obstruction rather than eliminating it 
by suave diplomacy. But the French 
character, while molded on feminine 
lines, is not weak, not effeminate, but is 
rather exalted by the softer touch. 
The author believes England is right 
in making marriage as free as possible, 
The strict laws governing it in France 
often lead to immorality. In France, a 
matrimonial candifate 60 years old may 
be required to get his parents’ consent 
or, in lieu thereof, show a certificate of 
their death. Marriage in Ergland is 
simply a matter of a willing man, a 
willing maid, a willing parson and a 1ea- 
sonably-priced marriage license. 

In France, the servants are treated 
as a part of the family, but are invari- 
ably badly housed. In England, the 
seryants are merely part of the house- 


hold, but are always well housed. It 
is significant that servants stick bet- 
ter in France than in England. the 


moral being that they like the family 
idea. 

Pierre de Coulevain is an ardent 
Catholic and she even finds a contrast 
in so sacred a thing as the confessional. 
In France, the confessional is always 
dark, almost Oriental in its atmosphere. 
The priest invites—and receives—the 
most intimate personal confidences in 
his role not only as cure of souls, but 
also parish monitor and adviser. In 
England, the confessional is always 
light, and the penitent is required onlv 
to reveal such things as affect the wel- 
fare of the soul. 

The writer: goés on for nearly 50 
pages, always faithful to her task, and 
leaving nothing untold about the inti- 
mate family life of the two countries 
involved. She sustains the interest bv 
telling incidentally of the love affairs 
of her hostess’ son and daughter, which 
flower while she is a guest in the home. 
All the little pranks the English Cupid 
plays are set down at length with com- 
ment On the pranks the French Cupid 
would play under similar circumstances. 
Since love is essentially the same 
throughout the world—there is little dif- 
ference to record. (Cassell.) 





A WEAVER OF DREAMS. 
LMOST like a voice from the grave 
A are some of the strangely pathetic 
notes soumled in the posthumous 
rook of Myrtle Reed, whose suicide 
has so lately been reported in Chicago 
and whose ‘home was pi'laged of many 
relics by curious souvenir gatherers.

The 
main story is a natural tragedy in the 
lives of three innocent persons, who, 
each Deing fhionest in purpose and trying 
to be faithful in promise, have their 
lives #0 closely woven into each other 
that the inevitable hand of fate leads 
them along paths they try to avoid. 
Destiny so shapes their lives that the 
man who would be strong is made to 
appear weak, the weak girl is made 
strong and the chief sufferer in the lit- 
tle tragedy of love is made to appear 
almost superhuman. 

“Whatever is mine I shall have and I 
shall keep. And what. isn’t mine, I 
surely don't want,” 1s the keynote of 
the entire story, and before the little 
tragedy of tangled lives closes each of 
the principal actors is preaching it as 
his or her doctrine.

The theory of the discussion, as 
here defined for the education of Amer- 
ican boys’ is that the Federal Govern- 
ment is the paramount overlord of these 
four things, which the discriminating 
reader may notice, include evenything 
naturally a part of the United States 
except the atmosphere.
